No refuse on curbside before 7 PM the night before collection.
Refuse must be out before 7 AM on the day of collection.
No container over 50 Ibs or over 32 gallon capacity.
Containers to have handles, covers, & be in good condition.
Do not jam refuse in the container preventing easy removal.
Tree branch wood must be tied in bundles (1.5 to 6 inch diameter, no longer
than 4 feet in length or more than 50 Ibs. in weight)
No construction debris, plumbing parts, auto parts collected.
Fireplace ash must be contained in sealed box or bag (no loose ash).
Recycling materials (glass/ metal/ plastic/ paper) must be separated from household
refuse. No packaging material attached to cardboard, ie: Styrofoam, wood, etc.

All Medical Waste (including needles), Chemicals (including pool chlorine, paint
thinners) and Hazardous Materials are prohibited.

R2 - South of Montauk Hwy.- TUESDAY

REMINDERS

Bi-weekly pick-up. Papers one week, bottles and cans the next week. Do not put
both out the same week.

Newspaper recycling now includes newsprint, glossy paper, magazines, junk mail,

cardboard and telephone books. Papers must be bundled, tied or in a brown paper bag,
cardboard box, or plastic recycling bin.
Crush all plastic containers. Remove all labels from cans.

Holidays. If your recycling day falls on a holiday, your recycling pick-up will be the next day.

No Street Sweeping in November

On November 9, 1926, thirteen young firemen petitioned the Village Board
to accept them as a fire company to be known as the
Chemical and Rescue Company #1.

IMPROVEMENTS AROUND THE VILLAGE OF LINDENHURST

The Village Board is committed to improving our community. Over the last year, various events and improvements took place
including: the purchase of a new 100" Heavy Duty Aerial Tower Ladder Truck for the Lindenhurst Fire Department, the
construction of a state-of-the-art, renewable energy Solar Carport at the LIRR Commuter Parking Lot, the receipt of a 2021 Vision

Long Island Smart Growth Award, the installation of a flood-mitigation pump on South 8 Street, and the installation of solar
energy panels at various Village-owned facilities, including Village Hall.
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STREET SWEEPING SCHEDULE - Please refer to the designated map to determine your street sweeping zone (S1, S2, etc.). Cars must be
removed from the street on the noted days to allow for proper sweeping. Once per month, April through October, all residential streets. Once per week East
and West Hoffman Avenue, North and South Wellwood. No sweeping during January, February, March, November and December. In the case of inclement
weather, sweeping will be done on following Wednesday. Sweeping may be switched to alternate days due to holidays. Please check this calendar.

S1 - the “Linwood Area” - north/ west corner
of the Village, west side of New York Avenue
and to the western end of the Village, north of
Hoffman Avenue.

S2 - north of Hoffman east of New York
Avenue, up to and including all of Irmisch
Avenue and up to the creek area.

S3 - north of Hoffman Avenue - all east/
west avenues, North Lewis (from E. John
to Byrd Street) and all streets from North
Monroe eastward to the eastern end of the
Village (only highlighted streets)
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S4 - north of Hoffman Avenue - all north/
south avenues - North Alleghany Avenue
eastward up to and including North Lewis
Avenue (only highlighted streets)
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S5 - south of Hoffman/ north of Montauk -
all streets from the eastern side of Strongs
Avenue, eastward to (but not including)
South Broadway.

S6 - south of Hoffman/north of Montauk

- all of South Broadways, all streets east to
Beacon and South Delaware Avenues (except
for Texas Street and South Delaware)

S7 - south of Hoffman/ north of Montauk -
all streets east of Beacon Avenue eastward
to the Village border, all of Texas Street

S8 - entire Village area south of Montauk
Highway
